The result showed 
an average of about iifty per cent of 
words correctly spelled throughout 
the schools. Sixteen difficult misspel- 
lings were found for the President's 
name. Only three pupils in town 
spelled the name -'Philippine" cor- 
rectly. 


On Dec. 17, a spelling test was giv- 


en in the seventh grades where the 
pupils average 13 years or over. 
A 


previous test had been given in those 
grades, bat tbe results were so poor, 
that it was determined to repeat tbe 
test with an easier list of words. The 
list contained25 words of which "peo- 
ple," "government," "character" an'l 
"attitude&are^typjcaL -The results 
showed an average of 68 per cent or 
correct spelling throughout
